Figures show most violent crime 
is perpetrated either by abusive 
men on their spouses and girl- 
friends, or by drunk and stoned 
losers on their children, friends and 
acquaintances. Four out of every 
five children murdered are killed by 
a parent, and daddy and mommy 
commit more than half of child as- 
saults. 

Despite domestic violence, Can- 
ada compares well with our excited 
southern neighbors in most crime 
categories.

Pro's seeking physiotherapy are 
feeling the pain — and the 
pinch — thanks to the recent gov- 
ernment remodeling of the 
rehabilitation services in Edmon- 
ton. In the past, no matter how 
serious or minor the injury, anyone 
could seek physiotherapy. The gov- 
ernment footed the $250 per 
person bill for initial therapy ses- 
sions. 

Clients seeking physiotherapy 
could go to one of 70 facilities, 56 
of which were privately owned, to 
receive the care they needed. But 
no more. Major cutbacks and ad- 
justments to this system were made 
July 1, leaving clients waiting, phys- 
iotherapists jobless, and the 
provincial government steadfastly 
certain their decisions were justi- 
fied. 

It’s difficult to tell who has been 
hit the hardest with the new sys- 
tem. But to date it’s the 
physiotherapists and the private 
clinic owners who have been over- 
whelmed with the consequences of 
the changes. 

Within hours of shutting the 
doors for the last time on Aug. 30, 
Karin Vernstein, owner of Castle- 
downs Therapy Ltd., sounded 
exasperated while she spoke of the 
clinic's closure. Hers is the fifth 
private clinic to close in two 
months. She was forced to lay off 
nine staff members, increasing the 
city total to 60 physiotherapists and 
office staff who find themselves 
unexpectedly unemployed. 

“It's disappointing things have 
come to this,” Vernstein said. “I 
started this clinic and I was very 
hopeful, and now suddenly there 
is nothing left. And it is frustrating 
because it has nothing to do with 
what | did or didn’t do; it's all 
outside forces.” 

None of these changes happened 
overnight. Months before the Klein 
government's 1995 spring budget 
was handed down — including 
substantial funding cuts to health 
care — Alberta Health was already 
in the process of re-examining eli- 
gibility guidelines for rehab services 
in the province. 

After assessing the situation, Alber- 
ta Health felt there was a need to 
make services — including physio- 
therapy and three other disciplines 
— less of a free-for-all and more of a 
service devoted to those who were 
in need the most. Medical urgency 
determined who would get service. 
Alberta Health released a 60-page 
document outlining the changes in 
February, 1995. A process of deter- 
mining individual need for service 
based on level of priority was estab- 
lished and given to regional health” 
authorities to implement.

And then came the budget cuts 
in April. The Edmonton region was 
affected the most, followed by Cal- 
gary and Fort McMurray. The other 
14 regions in the province received 
an increase in physiotherapy fund- 
ing. 

Put into numbers, the funding 
for Edmonton services was equiva- 
lent to $8.9 million in 1994-95 and 
was slashed by $2.1 million for 
1995-96. 

Research showed that the 70 gov- 
ernment-funded facilities located in 
Edmonton outnumbered the total 
amount of facilities existing in the 
other, rural, regions of Alberta. It 
was thought necessary to cut fund- 
ing in the urban areas to provide 
more services for clients outside 
the cities. 

The Capital Health Authority, the 
department responsible for main- 
taining health services’ in 
Edmonton, was left to administer 
the $6.8 million they received and 
make the needed changes to ensure 
adequate service offered on a tight 
budget would be available by July 
1. The Capital Health Authority 
decided the best plan of action was 
to cut off their funding to privately 
owned physiotherapy clinics as of 
Aug. 1. 

Mary Pat Skene, vice-president of 
the Capital Health Authority, ex- 
plains: “What drives us the most is 
to figure out how we are best go- 
ing to provide services to the clients 
in this region 

“We are trying to optimize our 
services with the available resourc- 
es. We are moving towards turning 
hospitals into community health 
centres and it makes a lot of sense 
to have physiotherapy, which is a 
community resource, in a commu- 
nity centre.” 


Private clinics 


With that in mind, the Capital 
Health Authority has set up 17 gov- 
ernment-funded facilities where 
clients must go to receive care 
which they, if eligible, will not have 
to pay for. Out of the 17 facilities, 
six private clinics which chose to 
sign contracts with the Capital 
Health Authority, have become “re- 
ferral hospitals.” This leaves 50 
privately-owned clinics who have 
had to fend for themselves and best 
deal with the confusion the chang- 
es have caused. 

David van Driesum, executive 
member of the Edmonton and Dis- 
trict Rehabilitation Association, is 
baffled and appalled by the actions 


of both the government and the 


Capital Health Authority. He has 
seen clinic closures, patients who 
can’t afford to pay for therapy and 
who chose to go without, and the 


entanglement this issue has caused 
in regard to third-party insurance 
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Worked over. The new changes are hard on clinics. 


have a budget in place and they 
want to meet the budget at all 
costs.” 

Liberal leader Grant Mitchell is 
equally outraged. “What has hap- 
pened with physiotherapy is a 
classic example of how badly this 
government is managing the health 
care system in this province. They 
haven't planned well enough and 
haven't defined physiotherapy as 
essential health care. 

“Only 40 per cent of the health 
care cuts have been done and if 
things are handled in the inconsist- 
ent manner they were with 
physiotherapy, things are going to 
become much worse. This govern- 
ment has no regard for the health 
of Albertans.” 


Insurance costs 


For the client the changes are 
profound. And considering they 
are still taking place, many peo- 
ple are unsure of where to go, if 
they are eligible for funding, and 
whether or not their third party 
insurance company will cover the 
costs.

waiting list to receive treatment. It’s 
one of the biggest concerns for the 
clients, but both the Capital Health 
Authority and Alberta Health see it 
as a necessary evil. 

As of Aug. 30, there are now 16 
facilities (the U of A Hospital was 
eliminated for lack of equipment), 
seven of which have waiting lists 
averaging two weeks long. Six of 
the facilities do not have waiting 
lists and are booking appointments. 
for the next day. 

The remaining three are sched- 
uled to be open for business Sept. 
1, but most say they won't be ready 
for another few weeks. This in- 
cludes St. Michael's Health Care 
Services, whose Director of Thera- 
peutic Services Brenda L’Heureux 
wrote a letter to the editor of the 
Edmonton Journal (Aug. 30) an- 
nouncing that appointments were 


being taken and there was no wait-

Denied coverage 


Another reason why clients are 
going without treatment is becaus 
they cannot receive funding from 
their insurance companies. At his 
clinic, van Driesum has dealt with 
clients who were denied govern- 
ment service and turned to their 
third party insurance company and 
were also denied coverage. Insur- 
ance companies such as Blue Cross, 
Royal Insurance and others will not 
fund physiotherapy because if gov- 
ernment assessment proclaims 4 
client to lack eligibility for service, 
then the insurance companies fee!

Even 
intimidation. That's a form of emo- 
tional violence.” 

MacKinnon decided to help or- 
ganize this year’s march after 
attending the previous two years 
“Taking to the streets without per- 
mits, police escorts, any of that. I 
know I felt the power of it.” 


Street violence 


The committee seeks to raise 
awareness about the problems of vi- 
olence on the streets, and to get all 
women together in strength of 
unity, including disabled and eld- 
erly women. 


“It's for them to make their 

Statement too,” says MacKinnon 

For them to say, ‘we want to be 

safe on the streets.’” She says 
changes must be made to the 
court system to include counsel- 
ling in the rehabilitation of 
transgressors, not simply short jail 
terms or fines 

“Every woman has to assume the 
responsibility of changing these at- 
titudes,” she says. “And for what 
they teach their children.” 

Rather than speeches, this year's 
rally will emphasize performances 
by Althea Cunningham, Lorilei Lov- 
eridge, Kathy Da Silva and The 
Women of EVM 

After the vigil, the march will re 
turn to Churchill Square for a 
closing ceremony and sacred circle 
led by Mair Smith. Marchers are 
invited to bring placards, candles 
with windscreens and positive, pro-

and is keeping an open mind re- 
garding future changes. 

Mary Pat Skene is adamant 
about clarifying to the third-party 
insurance issue. “Insurance fund- 
ing is a major area of need for 
decisions to be made,” she said. 
“The Capital Health Authority has 
sent a letter to Alberta Health in- 




































dicating how crucial these deci- 
sions are.” 

Alberta Health received the let- 
ter and is in the process of 
examining the issue 

Staff at the Glen Sather Clinic, 
one of the more predominant pri- 
vate clinics in Edmonton, felt the 
effects of the changes immediately 
Weeks after funding to private clin- 


ics was stopped, business 


decreased by 75 per cent. 
Now, six weeks later, it's even 


worse. Therapists who were at one 
time seeing 25 patients a day are 
now only seeing three. The clinic, 
which focuses on sports injuries, 
has had to lay off staff and quickly 
solicit contracts from other organ- 
izations just to stay afloat. 

Peter Friesen, assistant director 
of the Glen Sather Clinic, is frus 
trated. “This situation leaves me 
struggling ethically. | would like to 
spend time with everyone and treat 
everyone equally, but I have my 
own bills to pay and I can only see 
people who can afford to pay the 
clinic.” 

There ts a possibility physiother- 
apists who are being laid off may 
be hired by the Capital Health Au- 
thority. But many of them are 
looking toward the U.S. where a 
therapist new in the profession can 
earn an income equivalent to that 
of an Alberta therapist with 10 years 
experience. 


Significant problems 


Meanwhile, the Capital Health 
Authority continues to execute 
their plans with Skene claiming she 
hasn’t seen any significant prob- 
lems so far. Negotiations between 
the authority and the Edmonton 
and District Rehabilitation Associa- 
tion are non-existent. 

The authority turned down a re- 
quest by the Association for a 
mediator, stating that “mediation 
is not a possibility at this time.” 
Members of the Association are se- 
riously considering taking legal 
action as a last resort if nothing is 
changed. 

“We have done our research and 
we're trying to force to them to face 
the mistakes they have made and 
trying to give them the option of 
utilizing private practices as they 
need to.” 

The Capital Health Authority 
plans on doing a review in eight to 
nine months when the contracting 
of services to private clinics (refer-

Herzog comparisons inevitable

Cae ces with this film and 
Werner Herzog’s movie Every- 
man For Himself/ The Enigma of 
Kasper Hauser will be inevitable. 
So, let’s get that out of the way first, 
shall we? 

Herzog’s film from some 20 years 
ago dealt mostly with Kaspar Haus- 
er, from the time the royal 
descendant was abandoned in Nu- 
remberg’s town square in 1828 to 
his death almost six years later 

Filmmaker Peter Sehr's version of 
Hauser’s life prefers to deal with a 
lot of the political duplicity that 
Herzog’s film merely skimmed over. 

Sehr also doesn’t have the nerve 
to cast the schizophrenic Bruno S. 
in the lead role as Herzog did, but 
he does have the audacity to cast 
an actual actor in the role. 


The Herzog movie is also as 
sparse as a prison dungeon, while 
Sehr’s film flourishes with the feel 
and the Machiavellian double-deal- 
ings of the time 

You have one story and two very 
distinct films — one just as valid 
and involving as the other. If any- 
thing, both films serve as a power 
lesson to film makers: where you 
begin your story and how you tell 
the tale is your choice. Just keep 
the story moving (If Stanley Kubrick 
had made the film, he would have 
made Hauser as scheming and ma- 
niacal as the supporting characters 
around him.) 

Which brings me to the film's 
only real flaw: like a spider that 
spins a web on acid, the story has 
too many strands and subplots. 
Characters come from nowhere and 
leave, only to re-appear long after 
we've stopped caring. As a result, 
the flow stops and starts. But at a 
running time of 137 minutes, my 
internal clock had it at under two 
hours. Go figure.

Local filmmaker Trofimova 





L A Trofimova is one of those 
a2*88 extraordinarily focused 
people who understand that they 
have a calling. 

Slender, dressed in the artist's re- 
quired black, and blonde in a way 
that makes one think of an intellec- 
tual Marilyn Monroe, her passion 
for her art flows from her in a mod- 
ulated stream, one momenta 
trickle, the next moment a torrent. 

She is Edmonton’s premier me- 
dia artist, one of the top three in 
the prairie provinces. Her work has 
been seen around the world and 
she has a piece in the National 
Gallery. She has also won two AM- 
PIA awards. 


Latest passion 


Trofimova’s latest passion is a 
documentary, one that will eventu- 
ally take her to Odessa in the 
Ukraine on a journey retracing her 
father’s escape from the Soviet Un- 
ion. Being generally thought of as 
an “experimental” media artist, it 
seems unusual to turn to the doc- 
umentary form. But Trofimova feels 
that of all her work that is consid- 
ered experimental, she would 
categorize them as documentary 

“I call the majority of my work 
abstract, experimentalist documen- 
tary. I try to escape the ‘norms’ that 
we're taught to use as film and vid- 
€o makers,” says Trofimova. 

“I think that most of them have

narrative. I want to find new ways 
of telling a story.” 

The story of her father is enthral- 
ling and has a resonance that goes 
beyond most of her other work. 

In 1944, her father, uncle and 
grandmother left their village near 
Odessa accompanied by hundreds 
of other refugees. They made their 
way to Kiel, Germany. 


Father’s memories 


Trofimoyva began collecting her 
father’s memories of this trip in 
1982, gently urging him to tell his 
stories while she recorded them on 
audio tape. Later, she began video- 
taping him as he spoke of their 
journey, of travelling by wagon un- 
til the horses died of starvation, 
travelling by rail to a refugee camp 
in Kiel. He and his brother worked 
for three years in several refugee 
camps there before making it to 
Britain. 

The amount of material is almost 
overwhelming and Trofimova feels 
an unusual burden with telling a 
story that so many people have ex- 
perienced. 

The sheer amount of material has 
necessitated breaking the docu- 
mentary into two parts. The second 
Part, which in true experimentalist 
fashion she is doing first, will be 
concerned with the history of her 
father and her relationship with 
him, and will be an illustration of 
the memories that he has passed on 
to her. 

Trofimova has begun thinking of 
herself as a “curator,” of her father's 
stories and the documentary will 
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respect the intricacies and breadth 
of her father’s life. 

“It's a big step [making this doc- 
umentary] because it encompasses 
stories which are interwoven,” she 
says 

There is this interweaving of nar- 
ratives, of times, and of places. I'm 
covering a span of least 50 years 
and maybe 80 or 90 years. It is such 
a huge scope. There is the whole 
history of a country to consider, to 
put the stories in perspective. I 
think of it as though I’m compos- 
ing music using counterpoint 
techniques, only I combine themes 
rather than melodies. I want to talk 
about the displacement and the 
isolation felt by all refugees, wheth- 
er they are Slavic or Chinese or 
African, or whatever, and what it 
was like — what it is like — com- 
ing to live in Canada.” 


Juxtaposition 


The documentary is called doma/ 
domain. The title is a juxtaposition 
of the English word domain, mean- 
ing field of influence and the 
Russian word doma, meaning to be 
at home. 

Trofimova understands ona very 
personal level the difference be- 
tween having a home and having 
some place where you are known. 

She has spent the past 10 years 
of her life moving between her 
home town of Lethbridge, where 
her parents still reside, and Edmon- 
ton, Calgary, Vancouver, Victoria 
and London, England. 

She will shortly be moving to 
Banff to take up residence at the 
Banff Centre for the Arts, one of a 
scant 42 people from around the 
world accepted into this year’s 
media and visual arts residency 
program. 

It is at Banff where she will pro-

FE ilm is a visual medium. Well, 
duh. It’s the pictures that make 
the movie. When the John Woos or 
Patricia Rozemas of the world con- 
struct a film, they construct how it 
looks, often almost frame by frame. 

But when a TIE fighter screams 
past the screen and into the dis- 
tance, we’re so enraptured by how 
cool the noise is that we forget that 
sound doesn't travel through space. 

The whole experience of modern 
movies, especially modern action 
movies, is to really make the audi- 
ence feel like they're there — and 
how a movie sounds can therefore 
be just as important as how a mov- 
ie looks. 

Enter Sony Dynamic Digital 
Sound (SDDS), now playing at the 
Eaton Centre Cineplex Odeon The- 
atre. 

It’s not quite the aural equivalent 
of IMAX, but it’s a pretty spiffy 
nd system nonetheless.

The SDDS system is_also interest- 
ing in that it can handle the 
not-quite-fully-equipped movie the- 
atres in addition to the 
don t-come-here-if-you're-preg- 
nant-or-have-a-heart-condition 
ones: it’s set up so theatres with 4 
mere four or six channels of sound 
can still create a decent “surround: 
sound” picture. 

Now: does it really work? The 
clips that we saw — scenes from 
Speed, the trailer for Money Train 
and the opening to Desperado.

for a long time, and other sound 
systems like DTS and THX have had 
digital soundtracks for some time.

five at the front, two in the back, 
and a sub-woofer on the floor. (For 
those of you who are as ignorant as 
I am, a sub-woofer is not an aquat- 
ic poodle, but is in fact a speaker 
designed to provide low, thrum- 
ming tones that shake the floor and 
irritate the hell out of the apart- 
ment below you.)

anadian sitcoms are short-lived 
things. Development money is 
scarce and hard won; a sale for 
sroadeast is never guaranteed. 
Competition is limited, but fierce. 

Yet, if one product is successful, 
the industry collectively sighs in 
‘relief, competition included. Con- 
fidence in the industry is bolstered 
by that much more; maybe — just 
maybe — more development mon- 
ey will be forthcoming. 

Nobody's Business is Warehouse 
productions’ entry into the fray 
with producers Glynis Whiting and 
Tom Dent-Cox tag-teaming against 
the odds. Last month, four years of 
sweat went to tape in media mogul 
Moses Znaimer's newest Edmonton 
acquisition, ACCESS Studios. 

The show may emerge as a pilot 
on ABC. 

“This sitcom is geared toward the 
people who like Grace Under Fire 
and Frasier — that type of demo- 
graphic,” says associate producer 
Maureen Prentice. 

As a matter of fact, Grace Under 
Fire’s Val Bromfield (Grace’s sister) 
e| serves as creative consultant on 
Nobody's Business. Originally from 
T.O., her writing credits extend 
back through Kids in the Hall, Late 
Night, to the first season of Satur 
_ day Night-Live. 

Junior writer Edgar Lyall is up

(Gabrielle Allan), and the East-In- 
dian nuclear physicist/maintenance 
man Amal (Ravinder Toor) 
Shirley's boss Antony (local actor

Into this milieu wanders Shirley's 
ex-husband and Cody's father, the 
long-absent Jack (Terry David Mul- 
ligan), back from decades of living

HIStory 
(Sony) 


Oh, | know Michael Jackson was never 
actually convicted on those charges of 
child molestation. And | know | should 
try to listen to his music without letting 
the scandal taint my opinion. But even if 
| believed his protestations of innocence 
during that pansy ass interview with 
Diane Sawyer, there's still enough stuff 
on his HiStory album to leave me feeling 
just a little weirded out 

The first disc of this two-disc set is a 
retrospective spanning Jackson’s early 
solo career from the late "70s until his 
last album. If you're a fan of his earlier 
stuff you'll probably enjoy this. You 
might even get a kick out of the accom- 
panying booklet, with its embarrassingly 
fawning messages about MJ from the likes 
of Elizabeth Taylor and Steven Spielberg 
to the now-dead Jacqueline Kennedy 
Onassis. And make sure to check out 
the photo-shopped childhood photos of 
Jackson that have been altered to re- 
semble his new face. 

Unfortunately, it’s when you get to 
the second disc that things start to fall 
apart. For the most part, his new music, 
including the duet with sister Janet, is 
more than a little self-indulgent and self- 
pitying. Other songs, like the infamous 
“They Don’t Care About Us,” with its 
anti-Semitic references, are just plain of- 
fensive. Okay, granted, he’s gone back 
into the studio to redub that particular 
song, but what the hell was he thinking 
about in the first place? He misfires like 
this throughout the album, most nota- 
bly on tracks like “Have You Seen My 
Childhood,” the theme from the Free 
Willy 2 soundtrack, where he tries for 
vulnerability and just winds up being 
pathetic. Even if papa Joe had a mean 
temper, the song, comes off sounding 
like a big excuse for behavior that he’s 
simultaneously denying ever happened. 
Songs like that, together with the book- 
let and its photos of him and celebrities 
and him and children, letters of recom- 
mendation from presidents and star pals, 
and what amounts to a resume-like list- 
ing of awards, makes it feel like he’s 
mounting a case for the defence. The 
whole thing about protesting too much 
seems to come into play here.

Kelly Dee Cooper doesn’t consider herself an artist, but the first time | saw 
the display of her jewelry, | certainly did. As my obsession with buying unique 
pieces of jewelry grows to unhealthy proportions, | have come to the con- 
clusion that, like hair and clothing, jewelry can be a bold means of 
self-expression instead of mere practicality. And the need to find an identity 
outside of one’s soul leads people like me to seek out interesting art pieces 
whether they be wearable or hangable. 

Cooper's jewelry is located at the Treasure Barrel, a mecca of creative 
goods located just off of Whyte Avenue, where it stands out. Unlike the 
more traditional art, Cooper’s jewelry is urban and full of paradox. Using 
metals such as brass and steel and pairing them up with elastic and suede 
makes for interesting pieces, her acute attention to detail or complete lack 
of finery seem to bring a sense of soft femininity head to head with cosmo- 
politan gravity. 

At age 27, Cooper has turned jewelry making into a profitable career.

TT Drifters’ song of hope was 
“Up on the Roof,” but when 
Mike Rud gets around to compos- 
ing his anthem for the future he'll 
probably name it after his mother’s 
basement. 

That's the place where the Ed- 
monton jazz guitarist always seems 
to return, and where good things 
seem to happen. The latest was 
news that he had been chosen for 
a Canada Council study grant. 

“It’s a dream come true — the 
single greatest opportunity in my 
life,” he says. 

And the guitarist plans to take 
full advantage of this exceptional 
opportunity. 

Last week, he just started his 
eight-month tenure in New York, 
studying with jazz legend Jim Hall, 
absorbing as much music as possi- 
ble, and focusing on the business 
side of his music career. 

For the past 18 months, Rud has 
been in Edmonton teaching guitar, 
playing gigs here and there and 
considering a possible move to 
Toronto. Instead, he made what 
turned out to be a life-changing 
choice. He signed up for the 1994 
‘Jazz-Workshop at the Banff School 
of the Arts. 


Best experience 


“Everyone I ever knew who took 
that workshop said it was the best 
experience of their lives. So I de- 
cided to go even though I didn’t 
know who the guitar teacher would 
be 

When he heard it was the pre- 
eminent guitarist Jim Hall, he 
couldn't believe his good fortune. 
Rud had long admired Hall's work 
— his mastery of traditional forms, 
his artistic integrity, his sense of 
rhythm, his creativity. The oppor-

tunity to work with him and to 
draw on his acknowledged reputa- 
tion as a grand master was an 
unbelievable stroke of good luck. 

And Rud wasn’t disappointed. He 
quickly realized how much he 
could learn from this legendary 
guitarist and that realization led to 
his Canada Council application. 

Rud’s vision struck a chord with 
Canada Council. And now he's off 
to the jazz capital of the world. It's 
a somewhat daring move, but Rud 
feels well-prepared for the chal- 
lenge. 

He attributes much of his confi- 
dence to the solid jazz education 
he’s recieved right here in Edmon- 
ton. Rud praises Harry Ainley’s 
band program, his lessons with 
guitarist Brian Hughes, and the 
Stringent technical standards de- 
manded by Grant McEwan's music 
program. 


Freelance musician 


It was that solid Bachelor of 
Music degree in jazz guitar and four 
years of experience as a freelance 
musician playing lounges, wed- 
dings, parties, ballroom dances — 
often with such well-known former 
McGillers as John Stetch and Brian 
Hurley. A brief stint with the R&B/ 
funk horn band Hip Pocket also 
took him to many of Montreal's 


blues and jazz clubs 

After Montreal, Rud headed to 
Victoria where his musician broth 
er offered him a free place to stay 
and a keyboard position in his rock 
group Playground Hero. But Rud 
quickly realized rock was not his 
thing 

“I was like a fish out of water 
he says 

So he returned to his true call- 
ing, joining up with B.C. jazzers 
such as Ian McDougal, Terry Dean 
and Brad Turner. In January of 
1994, he returned home to his 
mother's basement to plan his next 
career move 

But, during his 18 months in Ed 
monton, he took full advantage of 
every Opportunity to perform ap- 
pearing regularly at such jazz 
venues as Wine Street, Select Res- 
taurant, and Hello Deli 

He gigged with local jazz greats 
— PJ. Perry, Tommy Banks, Bob 
Stroup and Kent Sangster. He even 
found time to record with bassist 
Mike Lent and Vancouver keyboard- 
ist Miles Black. 

Now it’s off to New York 

“It’s time to find my own voice,” 
Rud says.

“I'm well versed in the elements 
of the jazz tradition. I've spent the 
last 10 years transcribing and stud- 
ying the works of others. Now I 
want to know who I am, musical- 
ty?” 

Maestro Jim Hall will be crucial 
to this process. 

“Hall helps you draw on all art 
forms for inspiration and artistry 
His creativity and sensitivity comes 
from a strong foundation ‘in swing 
and traditional forms. And yet, he 
is not trapped by the boundaries of 
style. Everyone who's studied with 
Hall comes out sounding like them- 
selves, not like their teacher.” @

Mega-producer 


Balance was the first time Van 
Halen worked with mega-producer 
Bruce Fairbairn. 

“He just said, ‘Okay, let me hear 
what you have so far’ and we played 
for him. Bruce is regimented in the 
fact that he kept us working, ‘cause 
we tend to get a little lazy: Some- 
one breaks a string, “Well, see you 
tomorrow.” Bruce then moved it 
over to some vocal stuff. He helped 
keep it fresh.” 

How did this experience with 
Fairbairn differ with perennial Van 
Halen producer Ted Templeton? 

“Back then it was ‘do this’ and 
‘do that’ and we just said ‘okay,’ 
because we were new to the indus- 
try. Bruce helped us to look at 
things from a different perspec- 
tive.” 

Anthony's introduction to music 
was inauspicious enough. He 
learned his music theory on the 
trumpet from the age of seven all 
the way through college.
